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U.S. announces wheat set-aside program 


WASHINGTON ( a d i u/kAM» 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Wheat farmers 


will have to reduce 1978 wheat acreages 20 
per cent if they want federal benefits and 
there is a good chance that corn and other 
feed-grain producers will have to cut back 
by 10 per cent. 


The wheat acreage set-aside program 


was announced Monday at the White House 
by deputy Secretary of Agriculture John 
White, who told reporters that the crop 
cutbacks “ will have no significant impact” 
on consumer food prices or world feed grain 
supplies. 
Grain cutback programs are aimed at 


forestalling further huge increases in U.S. 
surpluses and at helping bolster sagging 


farm prices of the crops 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berlgand, who 
is on vacation, had recommended a 25 per 
cent cutback in 1978 wheat to President 
Carter, but Carter was also under pressure 
from those who felt that grain production 
should not be reduced sharply in case there 
are shortfalls in the world harvest next 
year. 


White said that a similar plan involving a 


10 per cent reduction in 1978 corn and other 
feed grain acreage is under study, but that a 
decision will be held up until more is known 
about this year’s corn harvest. 
The 1977 wheat crop, the third bumper 


harvest in a row, has been gathered and 
farmers are now ready to plant their winter

sorghum. 


In addition, White said Congress will be 


asked to approve a special international 
emergency food reserve held by the 
government to help meet U.S. foreign aid 
commitments. A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
White also said farmers will have higher 


price-support loans for 1977 feed grains. The 
corn loan rate was increased to $2 from 
$1.75 
previously,

The acreage set aside plan for wheat, the 


first in five years, is contingent upon Con­ 
gress giving final approval to new farm 
legislation and Carter signing it. The House 
and Senate still have to agree on a com­ 
promise farm bill before it is sent to Carter. 


Asked if Carter intends to sign the farm 


bill, White dodged the issue and added, 
“ We’ll just have to hold that one in 
judgment.” 
The Carter-approved plan for cutting 
wheat production is “ an annual decision” 
and does not represent a clear trend in fed­ 
eral crop controls beyond next year, White 
said. 
Howard Hjort, the department’s director 
of economics who appeared with White, said 
the 20 per cent plan is expected to reduce 
1978 wheat planted for harvest to about 63.5 
million acreas, against 74.4 million planted 
for this year’s crop. 
The department’s data also showed a 10 
per cent 
feed-grain acreage set-aside 


program will cut corn to about 75 million 
acres from 82.7 million planted this year. 
Although the programs will be voluntray, 
farmers will have to reduce planting to 
qualify for the loans, target price benefits 
and other crop benefits.

Missouri House and Senate are still far from 
reaching a settlement on the huge building 
bill that brought the lawmakers back into 
special session earlier this month. 
Legislative leaders Monday said there 


had been no major progress in resolving the 
differences between the $145 million prison 
compromise and capital improvements bill 
passed by the Senate and the $142 million 
measure approved by the House. 


The lawmakers went home last week 


after the 10-member conference committee 
trying to work out the disagreement on the 
bill bogged down on six differences between 
the versions approved by the two chambers. 
The special session was called by Gov. 


Joseph Teasdale after he and the legislative 
leadership worked out a solution to the 
stalemate between the House and Senate on 
new prison construction.

and 


representatives are deadlocked on other 
parts of the bill, with the main difference 
over the funding for a state office building in 
St. Louis. 
The House wants to spend only $7.7 
million, while the Senate supports a $14.8 
million appropriation for the facility.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The AFL+CIO 


today became the first major organization 
to support President Carter’s plan to 
relinquish control of the Panama Canal. 
The labor group’s executive council, in a 


form al resolution, called the canal 
agreement “ worthy of support” by U.S. 
citizens and the Congress. 
“These new instruments constitute a just 


and enduring basis for harmony in the 
Western Hemisphere, and we support their 
ratification by the Senate,” the council said. 
The two treaties are sensitive matters for 


the AFL+ CIO because they affect the job 
security, 
bargaining rights and com­ 
pensation of union members who work on 
,the canal. However, the AFL+CIO said it 
was satisfied that the new treaties assure 


the workers’ rights as well as safeguard 
U.S. defense interests in the area. 
Meanwhile, 
Carter 
arranged 
for 
a 


briefing for leaders from Georgia and 
Florida as part of his strategy of rallying 
support for the agreement. 
A spokesman for the White House, which 


faces an uphill battle to build public support 
for the pact, said he hoped treaty negotiator 
Sol Linowitz could change some minds in 
the meeting. 
Officials from Kentucky and Mississippi 


were briefed in a similar session last week. 
The spokesman said groups from other 
states will be invited if the briefings prove 
to be a success. 
Traditionally the AFL+CIO is con­ 
servative in foreign policy and defense 


matters. 


But on Monday, the council’s president, 


George Meany, said he sees no reason “ to 
lay claim to territorial rights that were 
established 70-odd years ago.” Meany, 
usually a hardliner on defense issues, told a 
news conference the history of American 
involvement in the canal is nothing to be 
proud of. 
“ I’m 
talking about the way 
the 


Panamanians were treated and the way we 
actually financed the revolution and sent in 
American troops,” he said. 
“ My general attitude is that there is no 


particular reason for us holding onto 
territory 6,-000 miles away just because we 
built the canal on somebody else’s land back 
in 1904.” 


It would be the first endorsement by any 


major group since the battle lines were 
drawn over the treaty, under which the 
United States agrees to give control of the 
waterway to Panama by the year 2000. 


Opposition to the treaty has come from 


Southern senators, conservative groups and 
veteram’ organizations. 


Carter has acknowledged that public 


support for the treaty is weak, but predicts 
he can win the necessary 67 Senate votes for 
ratification if he can sell it to the American 
people. 
The treaty contains provisions protecting 


the employment and bargaining rights, 
wages and working conditions of Canal Zone 
workers. 
AFLCIO officials said these 


clauses were a key factor in winning the 
labor federation’s support. 
Unions affiliated with the AFL+CIO 


represent 
about 13,000 American and 


Panamanian workers in the Canal Zone. 
Carter telephoned Meany last Wednesday 


to enlist his support.

Over the years the U.S. Civil Rights Commission has 
performed valuable service in the struggle against 
discrimination and deserves good marks from the public.

In a 181-page report the agency claims that the

For example, the commission complains that on “All 
in the Family" Edith Bunker “scoots into the kitchen to 
fetch Archie a beer and rarely fails to have dinner on the 
table by 6 p.m." 
Now maybe there is something wrong in showing Edith 
Bunker as a submissive wife, but the “cure" implied by 
the commission is far worse. It would have the FCC order 
Edith portrayed in a positive light (as an atomic scientist 
perhaps).

Cronkite what to feature on the evening news? 
FCC Chairman Richard E. Wiley made a brief but 
cogent response to the civil rights group’s report: “It 
seems difficult to conceive of how a federal agency would 
deal with sterotyping without becoming inevitably drawn 
into a role of a censor." 
The commissi«) was upset because the television 
straws it monitored showed men as more independent 
and more likely to hold prestigious Jobs. Women were 
often unemployed and more “family bound." 
This really is an unwitting compliment to TV for 
showing life more or less as it is, not as the commission 
would like it to be. Because of the social history of the 
country and the advantages males had, they hold most of 
the higher ranking Jobs.

New figures on the country’s 
major corporate pension funds 
put the spotlight on a disturbing 
fact: The current value of the 
assets in these hinds falls far 
short of the present value of the 
vested pension rights 
that 
covered employes have ac­ 
crued. And though the gap is 
huge, no one can measure it 
exactly because accountants 
and actuaries permit cor­ 
porations to use a range of 
alternatives in figuring pension 
liabilities. 
The reported figures at their 
face value indicate a difference 
of 23 billion dollars between the 
pensions workers have been 
promised and the assets on hand 
to cover these 
obligations. 
Adding 
other 
contingent 
retirement benefits widens the 
gap to 48 billion dollars. But the 
actual liability might be several 
times bigg«- than the figures 
show— or, just possibly, sub­ 
stantially less.

Congress has 
given the FASB until next 
December to come up with 
adequate rules for oil ex­ 
ploration accounting.

More Americans are working 
than ever before, even in a time 
of high unemployment, yet they 
are working leas and less.

The walls were lined with 
lobbyists when a House com­ 
mittee discussed a bill creatin a 
federal consumer protection 
agency. Across Capitol Hill, a 
Senate

mustered a quorum to consider 
a similar measure. The vote on 
the House side was a squeaker, 
22-21. The Senate committee 
passed the bill easily, 10-2. 
The imbalances in attendance 
and voting weren’t as strange as 
they might seem. Business 
interests opposed to the con­ 
sumer agency had figured their 
best chance to stop it lay with 
the House committee, but in­ 
tensive 
lobbying 
by 
the 
Administration thwarted their 
attempt The clanger hadn’t 
passed yet, though; the bill’s 
fate on the House floor is un­ 
certain. 


Advocates of better consumer 
representation on the federal 
level have fought eight years for 
this 
agency. 
When Jimmy 
Carter committed himself to it 
both before and after his elec­ 
tion, it seemed the last obstacle 
had been removed. A similar 
measure passed both houses of 
Congress 
two years ago, 
although, in the face of a 
promised presidential veto, it 
had never been sent to con­ 
ference. This time, lobbying by 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
the National Association of 
Manufactures and other stands 
in the way. 
It was Carter’s consumer 
affairs adviser, Esther Peter­ 
son, who observed that the 
powerful lobbying against the 


bill was the best argument in its 
favor. “The imbalance of 
resources speaks for itself,’ she 
said. “It is precisely that im­ 
balance that the consumer 
agency bill seeks to redress.” 
The agency wouldn’t make 
new rules but would plead the 
consumer’s case within the 
Government. 
It would pull 
together under one umbrella the 
so-called consumer advocates 
President Ford scattered among 
the various department. That 
hasn’t worked—which is hardly 
sin-prising, since Ford’s purpose 
was to blunt the drive for an 
indepoident agency.

WASHINGTON - E ar­ 
lier this year, we quoted 
from secret governm ent

Yet the C arter adm inis­ 
tration has responded to 
the crisis with no m ore 
than a m ild conservation 
program. Now we have 
seen White House mem os 
warning that the conserva­ 
tion effort is falling flat. 
A four-page m em oran­ 
dum from White House 
energy 
expert 
R ichard 
Cooper 
to 
presidential 
adviser Alvin Aim offers 
this cold-turkey view: "It 
is indisputable," declares 
the memo, that C arter’s 
energy policy "will not be 
sufficient to reach all the 
national energy goals an­ 
nounced by the president 
on April 20." 
On that occasion, 
he 
called for a voluntary ef­ 
fort from the public and 
industry to halt the horren­ 
dous waste of energy. Now 
the secret memo reports: 
"The goals for ¿neagy eflfi- 


ciency in buildings, for a 10 
per cent reduction in gaso­

that the insulation industry 
won’t develop better insu­ 
lation because "the indus­ 
try will be able to sell all 
the (present) insulation it 
can produce." 
Summarizes the memo: 
"Industrial firms generally 
are considerably 
more 


willing to spend invest­ 
ment dollars on equipm ent 
that will expand output" - 
and, thereby, expand im ­ 
m ediate profits - "than on 
equipment that will save 
energy." 
Not even a complete 
crackdown 
on 
energy 
waste, the earlier studies 
warn, would be enough to 
save the United States 
from an energy catastro­ 
phe. "A fantastic am ount 
of m isinformation, wishful 
thinking, outright demogo- 
guery and m isplaced hopes 
are keeping the Am erican 
people from looking their 
future straight in the eye," 
one study contends. 
White 
House 
advisers 
have now come around to 
the conclusion that it will 
take a huge public expendi­ 
ture m erely to produce 
energy-saving 
cars 
and 
buildings. 
But the real 
emphasis, according to our 
sources, should be placed 
on developing a renewable 
source of energy.

“exhausted within 20 years.” 
Government experts rushed to 
Scotland to study 
a crash 
program to extract shale oil. 
Shortly thereafter, the secretary 
of the navy called for immediate 
nationalization of the oil in­ 
dustry as the only remedy for 
the “energy shortage.” 


Item: 
In 
1946, 
another 
i “shortage” was purported to bo • 
on the horizon. Economists such 
as John’ Kenneth Galbraith 
urged that wartime controls bo 
continued to "combst” this 
problem. Fortunately, this bad 
advice was rejected, and by 1947 
another “energy crisis” had 
been forgotten. 
Lower prices ire what certain 
powerful interests have always 
been afraid of and are afraid of 
now. In the 193», troops were 
actually called into the oil fields 
to forcibly shut down in­ 
dependent 
producers 
who 
refused to curtail production 
and thus force an increase in 
prices. 
The 
current 
“ energy 
program” is another way of 
doing the same thing. Under the 
guise of helping you adjust to a 
non-existant 
“crisis” 
the 
politicians are proposing to 
impose heavy taxes and extend 
rigid controls over the energy 
industry. The purpose is to keep 
an open market from operating 
and thus keep prices high. 
Simply allowing the free 
market 
to operate would 
eliminate the “energy crisis” 
for 
the foreseeable future. 
Experts writing in the current 
issue of Public Interest report 
that if the government would get 
out of the way, a free market in 
energy would stimulate enough 
production in this country to 
reduce oil imports to 28 per cent 
of their current level.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) — Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale said 
Monday that right-to-work legislation may become the most 
controversial item to be considered during the next legislative 
session. 
Teasdale, in a wide-ranging news conference in Springfield, 
said he favored letting voters decide the issue by a referendum. 
The governor, admitting he had not been able to keep in close 
contact with Missourians during his first eight months in office, 
said he planned to travel extensively throughout the state this fall 
and take his 1978 legislative package to the citizens. He said the 
practice would become an annual activity. 
The governor said time had been his main enemy this past 
legislative session, not allowing him enough time to research and 
prepare his legislative program 


Suit under advisement 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - A lawsuit challenging the con­ 
stitutionality of a Missouri regulation prohibiting public funding 
of motfreborttans was taken under advisement by a federal judge 
Monday. 
Judge ElmoB. Hunter of the U. S. District Court took the action 
in a lawsuit brought by Reproductive Health Services, a St. Louis 
clinic that performs abortions hnd two physicians who perform 
abortions at the clinic, Dr. Michael Freiman and Dr. Robert H. 
Duemler. 
Named as defendants are the Missouri Social Services De­ 
partment and James W. Walsh, director. Walsh issued the regu­ 
lation in June after a directive from Gov. Joseph Teasdale. 
The regulation prohibits the use of Medicaid funds for abor­ 
tions without a doctor’s certificate that the mother will die 
without the surgery. The state has taken the position that 
prospective mothers may have abortions, but only at their own 
expense. 
The welfare benefits are administered by the Social Services 
Department, although they originate from the federally funded 
Medicaid program. State officials say about $375,-000 in state and 
federal money has been used since 1975 to provide about 5,000 
welfare abortions. 


Economic activity 


declines again 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The index of the nation’s future eco­ 
nomic activity declined in July few the third consecutive month, 
the government reported today. 
The decline of two-tenths of 1 per cent was identical to the 
decreases recorded in May and June but nowhere near the 2 and 3 
per cent monthly decreases of the 1974-1975 recession. 
However, economists considered the July decline in the 
Commerce Department’s Index of Leading Indicators a weak 
signal, because six of the indicators decreased while four of them 
increased. 
The July report followed predictions by many economists of 
slower economic growth to* the second half of the year. 
During the 1974-75 recession period, the index fell for 11 months 
in a row. 
For July, declines were reported in the average work week; the 
layoff rate; sensitive prices; contracts and orders for plant and 
equipment; new orders, and building permits. 
Increasing were vendor performance; change in liquid assets; 
stock prices, and money supply. 


Rabbitt gives up law license 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Former Missouri House 
Speaker Richard Rabbitt's license to practice law has been 
suspended by the Missouri Supreme Court pending resolution of 
any disciplinary action against him. 
Supreme Court Chief Justice J. P. Morgan signed the order 
suspending Rabbitt’s license late Monday, less than a week after 
Rabbitt, recently convicted in federal court, had advised the 
court he was voluntarily relinquishing his license. 
On July 28, Rabbit was convicted in federal court on all 15 
counts of an indictment charging mail fraud, extortion and at­ 
tempted extortion. 
He was sentenced to seven years in prison and fined $18,000. 
Harold Barrick, chairman of the Missouri Bar Association’s 
administrative advisory committee, last Wednesday asked the 
state's highest court to suspend ’tabbitt’s license until “final 
disposition of any disciplinary proceeding” based on his con­ 
viction. 


Presley escapees out on bond 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — Three men seen fleeing from Elvis 
Presley's tomb have been charged with criminal trespassing in 
what police said was a plot to snatch the singer’s body from a 
steel-lined, copperplated coffin and hold it far ransom. 
But police said the bodystealing plot may be difficult to prove 
because of a lack of evidence, noting that neither burglary tools 
nor explosives were found. 
Police Director E. Winslow Chapman said the men were 
arrested early Monday near the mausoleum in the Forest Hill 
Cemetery, where Presley was entombed Aug. 18. 
Charged were Ronnie Lee Adkins, 26; Raymond M. Green, 25; 
and Bruce Eugene Nelson, 30, all of Memphis. 
They were released on $50 bond each and faced a preliminary 
hearing today in City Court. 
The trespassing charge, a state misdemeanor, carries a 
maximum penalty of 11 months, 29days in jailanda$l,000fine. 
Chapman said an unidentified fourth man was released without 
being charged because of lack of evidence. He was arrested at 
Baptist Hospital where police said he had gone for treatment of a 
leg injured while fleeing the cemetery.

Union attacks Welfare plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The AFL+CIO says President Car­ 
ter’s welfare reform plan would result in a “pool of second class 
citizens,’’ and would not provide adequate aid for a family of 
four. The labor federation said the plan would create more than a 
million low-paying jobs that would undercut the nation’s wage 
structure. 


AFL will okay canal treaty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The AFL+CIO executive council re­ 
portedly is ready to approve a resolution of support for President 
Carter’s proposed Panama Canal treaty. Passage of the

But Kirkpatrick, chairman of 
the state commission charged 
with preserving official public 
documents, says he wants to 
discuss the legal questions with 
Atty. Gen. John Ashcroft before 
deciding on his next move. 
Kirkpatrick said he would 
seek the meeting with Ashcroft 
after receiving a letter from 
Bond’s former legal advisor, 
Charles Valier, officially notify­ 
ing him that the administration 
had destroyed the correspond­ 
ence, 
considered 
a 
public 
record and essential in the fu­ 
ture to historians and archi­ 
vists. 
“It was the policy of the gov­ 
ernor’s office to periodically de­ 
stroy all genera] correspond­ 
ence,” Valier said in the letter 
received by Kirkpatrick on 
Monday. 
“If that’s the final word from 
the Bond administration, I want 
to find out what we can do,” 
Kirkpatrick said in response. “I 
think they have completely ig­ 
nored the law.” 
Ashcroft, a Republican, had 
been 
serving as an 
inter­ 
mediary between the Demo­ 
cratic secretary of state and of­ 
ficials of the Republican gover­ 
nor’s 
administration 
during 
Kirkpatrick’s efforts to deter­ 
mine the disposition of the let­ 
ters since Bond left office in 
January. 
“If there’s a violation of the 
law, there must be a penalty, 
and I want to find that out,” 
Kirkpatrick said. 
The Associated Press report­ 
ed over the weekend that the 
administration had a system­ 
atic plan for destroying corre­ 
spondence even though one of 
Bond’s top aides had signed a 
records retention schedule call­ 
ing for it to be retained. Bond 
had never received the approv­ 
al of the state records commis­ 
sion to destroy any documents. 
The correspondence involves 
letters to and from state and 
federal agencies, local, state 
and federal officials and citi­ 
zens. Such letters make up the 
bulk of public papers preserved

Valier had claimed the corre­ 
spondence was not a public 
record since it involved no offi­ 
cial action by the governor.

Homer spoils Lou’s evening 


Brock not thinking in 
terms of 1,000 steals yet 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - At a 
moment when history is made, 
the mind’s eye often snaps a 
picture that will last forever. 
When all the pressure had been 
lifted, alien Lou Brock slid into 
the record books with the 883rd 
stolen base of his career, his 
mental camera had no film. 
“There really weren’t any 
other thoughts going through 
my mind at that moment,” said 
the St. Louis Cardinalststar 
Monday night. “I just looked 
down to dust myself off, then I 
looked up and everybody was 
grabbing my hand.” 
That was because Brock had 
just become the top base-stea­ 


ler in major league baseball 
history, replacing Ty Cobb’s 
standard with his own. 
But Brock’s main concern at 
that moment, after a flying 
lunge into second base broke 
the mark in the seventh inning 
of the Cardinals’ 4-3 loss to the 
Padres, was that he he had 
spiked San Diego shortstop Bill 
Almon. “I was relieved when I 
saw he wasn’t hurt," he said. 
And he was relieved that the 
mark finally had fallen. But 
after play was stopped and 
Brock was presented the base 
by San Diego player represen­ 
tative Randy Jones, he made 
sure to add this reaction: 


“I think it should not be re­ 
membered as an evening when 
Lou Brock stole a base to set a 
record,” he told the crowd of 
9,656, “but as an evening in 
which the record of a tre­ 
mendous ballplayer was sur­ 
passed.” 
Cobb had established the 
record, one of baseball’s most 
durable, from 1906-1928. Brock 
started his record run in 1962.

about stealing a lot of bases in 
1964,” said Brock, “and then it 
took me two or three more 
years to really know what I 
was doing.”

SAN DIEGO (AP) - On the 
night Lou Brock stole two bases 
to become baseball’s all-time 
leading base thief with 893, 
Mike Ivie won the game with a 
two-run homer and was all but 
forgotten. 
“I just fed privileged to be a 
part of this,” said the San 
Diego Padre third baseman 
after his ninth homer of the 
year in the eighth inning pro­ 
vided a come-from-behind 4-3 
victory over the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals. 
Ivie’s decisive roundtripper, 
which saddled the Cards with 
their fifth straight loss, came 
off reliever A1 Hrabosky with 
two out and Gene Tenace on 
first following a walk. 
“I fouled off the first fastball 
he threw me,” said Ivie, “and 
decided right then he was prob­ 
ably going to challenge me all 
the way, so I would be looking 
for fastballs. 
“If he’d thrown me a break­ 
ing pitch after that I probably 
would have screwed myself in 
the ground swinging at it. But I 
got the fastball and it was up in 
a good spot.” 
The Cardinals had taken a 3-0 
lead in the first inning when 
Brock ignited the rally by lead­ 
ing off with a walk and then 
stealing second base on Padre 
right-hander Dave Freisleben’s 
first pitch. 
“When he stepped off the 
mound,” said Brock, “I decided 
he was as nervous as I was so I 
thought it would be a good time 
to go.” 
It was. Padre catcher Dave 
Roberts’ throw was wide and 
bounced into crater field, allow­ 
ing Brock to advance to third 
where he scored the game’s 
first run on a single by Jerry 
Mumphrey. 
Mumphrey promptly 
stole 
second and scored from there 


on a single by Ted Simmons for 
the second run while Mike Phil­ 
lips completed the rally with a 
double to left crater to score 
Simmons. 
The Padres cut their deficit 
to 3-2 in the third when Roberts 
singled and scored on a triple 
to center by Gene Richards, 
who then crossed the plate on a 
groundout to short by Bill Al­ 
mon. 
The Cards held their 3-2 edge 
until the eighth when starter 
John Urrea walked Tenace to 
open the inning, bringing Man­ 
ager Vern Rapp from the dug- 
out to replace Urrea with Hra­ 
bosky and set the stage for 
Ivies heroics.

CAPE GIRARDEAU -- “ We’re gonna be good.

Dutch Meyr, new head 
coach of the Cape

“ We’ve got some good young kids,” continued 
the former SeMo State University assistant, who 
suceeds Gary Emmenderfer at the helm of 
Southeast Missouri’s largest football school. 
Emmenderfer resigned because of personal 
reasons ^st year, but is remaining on die Tiger 
staff as an assistant. 
Meyr is very high on the raw talent that he has 
to work with. But because of their lack of ex­ 
perience, it may be awhile before that talent 
begins to show through. 
“ The biggest thing that we lack is ex­ 
perience,” moaned Meyr, who has only two 
returning starters back offensively and seven on 
defense. 
The Tigers have a trio of promising young 
quarterbacks included in their talented group of 
underclassmen. Tlus year’s starter will be Andy 
Limbaugh, who was a part-time regular a year 
ago. 
“ If we can’t throw, we’re in trouble,” pointed 
out Meyr. Limbaugh completed 52 per cent of his 
passes for 303 yards a year ago in spot duty, 
showing that he will be a capable performer in 
that department. Limbaugh is a junior. 
Two newcomers will work behind Limbaugh in 
the Central pro set offense. The better of the two 
starters should be Steve Bahn, a 180-pound 
senior who hasn’t played high school football 
before. Told that the best running back in the 
school had never gone out for the team, Meyr 
convinced Bahn that he should give it a try his 
senior year. Pat McGill, a 160-pound senior, beat 
out one of last year’s regulars, Wes Kinder, for 
the other running back spot. Kinder will be the 
number one sub. 


“ The thing that we lack most is quality 
linemen,” said Meyr about his offensive line 
position. Jon Hinton, who was labeled by Meyr as 
the best of his interior linemen, will anchor the 
unit at guard. Another new comer big Bob 
Thurman, a 230-pound tackle. Both are seniors. 
More new faces will be seen at the end 
positions. Cliff Palmer and David Ford will go 
from the wide receiver spots. Palmer caught 
four passes last year as a sophomore, while 
Ford’s biggest attribute is his leaping ability. 
Ford can high jump 6’5” as a track performer. 
Two more thinclads, Ron Rencher and Gary 
Schueslei), are battling it out for the tight end 
spot. Rencher is more widely known for his work 
on the Central basketball team. 
The Tiger defense looks to be the more solid of 
the two units, with experienced personnel 
returning at seven positions. Safety Reggie 
Patterson, considered by most to be the best 
defensive back in the area, is back to making 
passing tough for Central’s opponents. Pat­ 
terson. an all-conference and All-District choice 
last year, is a senior. 
Tackle John Osborn, a 205-pound senior, 
noseguard Andy Rickard, a 180-pound Junior, 
and defensive end Mitch Seabaugh, a 170-pound 
12th-grader, are the returnees on the defensive 
front five. A paif of linebackers - Ted Osborne 
(206, senior) and Brad Parker (170, junior) - are 
back to man their spots, as is monster man 
Robert Snider, 160-pound senior.

NEW YORK (AP) - Automo­ 
biles today are a better buy 
than they were 15 years ago, 
said the General Motors execu­ 
tive a few weeks before his 
company announced it would 
raise 1978 prices an average of 
5.7 per cent. 
Robert Lund, vice president, 
and general manager of its 
Chevrolet division, explained 
that if you adjusted for in­ 
flation, and included the equip­ 
ment and safety-emission items 
on today’s cars, the 1962 Im- 
pala would cost $6,000. 
But, he continued, you can 
obtain its 1977 equivalent for 
just 65 cents over $4,900, and 
that he said represents an im­ 
provement in a personal budg­ 
etary sense of nearly $1,100. 
The results of a cost study, 
said GM. seem to dispel the 
myth that they don’t build ’em 
the way they used to. But per­ 
haps you should judge. 
Do you think that “thin shell 
seat design for increased interi­ 
or space” represents an im­ 
provement. measured in dollars 
and cents, over the “con­ 
ventional frame construction” 
seat of the 1962 car? 
Or that “1-piece floor carpet 
extends fully under front seat” 
is an improvement on “sepa­ 
rate front & rear carpets — 
minimal coverage under front 
seat” on the 1962 model? 


In their calculations, the GM 
people included these items in 
an estimated $546 worth of 
“added value-equipment” on 
the 1977, four-door Impala.

The 130-mile trip from St. Louis 
to Salem took nine hours, con­ 
sidered good time then. 


He recalls they had only one 
accident, involving a wagon 
near Bourbon, Mo., which also 
was considered a good record 
in those days. 
The Salem auto dealership 
was started in 1914 after the 
founder’s sister won first place 
in a newspaper circulation con­ 
test. The prize was a Buick. 
With no one in Salem able to 
repair it, Pines decided to be­ 
come a mechanic. He set up a 
garage in 1914, the first in the 
area, and soon branched into 
an auto dealership.

more resident $193. 
These costs also have risen, 
of course, but by how much 
couldn't be determined imme­ 
diately because the GM records 
were buried in the dusty file 
vault. Be assured, however, 
that the odds are very high that 
they increased. 
And then, of course, there are 
those new increases coming up, 
although in fairness it should 
be noted that a 5.7 per cent in­ 
crease is little more than an 
adjustment for inflation, to say 
nothing of what GM claims is 
better quality.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pub­ 
lic misconceptions about epilep­ 
sy and a lack of coherent gov­ 
ernment assistance programs 
are worsening the plight of 
more than two million Ameri­ 
cans with the nervous disorder, 
a study commission said 
“Ignorance, 
superstitution 
and misconceptions about the 
disorder at every level of our 
society continue to plague the 
person with epilepsy ...,” said 
the Commission for the Control 
of 
Epilepsy 
and 
its 
Con­ 
sequences, in a report con­ 
cluding an 18-month study. 
In the report, prepared for 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, the com­ 
mission called on the govern­ 
ment to pull together a wide ar­ 
ray of epilepsy assistance pro­ 
grams to make them more ef­ 
fective. 
“Perhaps more than in any 
other impairment, the person 
with epilepsy epitomizes the di 
lemma of the handicapped in 
our complex medical, educa­ 
tional and social support sys- 


tem,” said Dr Richard L. Mas- 
land. the commission’s execu­ 
tive director 
“The greatest single problem 
is to improve the understanding 
of the disorder by the person 
with epilepsy, his family, pro­ 
fessionals and the public,” he 
said. 


Epilepsy is a disorder of the 
nervous system marked by pe­ 
riodic losses of consciousness. 
Under present government 
regulations, persons with epi­ 
lepsy can receive financial as­ 
sistance to purchase medica­ 
tion. If the medication works 
and they become free of seiz­ 
ures, however, they can no 
longer receive assistance to 
continue purchasing the drug, 
the panel said. 


The commission also noted 
that epilectics who tell potential 
employers of their disorder are 
frequently turned down. If they 
conceal it and have a seizure 
on the job, however, they can 
be fired for lying, the report 
said

rather kill himself than return 
to prison. “He’s intent on tak­ 
ing his own life. He feels he 
doesn’t want to go back to 
jail," Drumm said. 
E arlier, 
DeCorleto, 
tele­ 
phoned the Hartford Courant 
and told a reporter he had shot 
his 22-year-old wife, Shioehon, 
then his 4-year-old son, Frank 
III, when the boy came running 
toward him. 


He said he had his son’s 
blood on his hands and sobbed, 
“All I had in the whole world 
was my son.” 
State Police Commissioner 
Edward P. Leonard said that 
on several occasions DeCorleto 
talked about his dead son and 
said he couldn’t understand 
how he could have done such a 
thing. 
Die siege began shorly after 
4 p.m. Monday. DeCorleto said 
he had a rifle with 500 rounds 
of ammunition, two shotguns 
with five or six boxes of shells 
and a pistol with 300 rounds of 
ammunition in the second-floor 
apartment.

Americans with hearing prob­ 
lems, deceived by profit-hungry 
salesmen, often wind up buying 
expensive hearing aids that do 
them little or no good, a report 
to the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion concludes. 


The report, released today, 
says some dealers misinterpret 
hearing test results, recom­ 
mend hearing aidB to con­ 
sumers who would be better off 
with surgery and palm off used 
hearings aids as new ones in 
their desire to make a sale. 
G. Martin Shepherd, the FTC 
official who wrote the report, 
recommended adoption of sev­ 
eral rules proposed by the 
agency to prevent unfair and 
deceptive practices in the ad­ 
vertising, promotion and sale of 
hearing aids. 


Some 14 »a million Americans 
have hearing problems, accord­ 
ing to Shepherd’s report, and 
many of them “are inclined to 
be reclusive and to conceal the 
fact that their hearing is im­ 
paired from others; they are 
also reluctant to admit their 
loss to themselves." 
In 1975, an estimated 600,000 
hearing aids were sold to deal­ 
ers at an average cost of ap­ 
proximately $100 each. These in 
turn were sold to consumers at 
an average price of $350, Shep­ 
herd said. 
“Lacking as they often are in 
proper training, highly moti­ 
vated by profit concerns and 
relatively free of outside con­ 
trol of their business ethics and 
practices, salesmen often em­ 
ploy the practices ... to deceive 
and mislead consumers into 
buying hearing devices that 
they either cannot use at all or 
from which they receive little 
or no benefit ...,” he wrote. 
The federal government has 
shown increasing concern in re­ 
cent years with problems asso­ 
ciated with the hearing aid in­ 
dustry. In addition to the FTC

U.S. announces wheat set-aside program 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wheat farmers 
will have to reduce 1978 wheat acreages 20 
per cent if they want federal benefits and 
there is a good chance that com and other 
feed-grain producers will have to cut back 
by 10 per cent. 


The wheat acreage set-aside program 
was announced Monday at the White House 
by deputy Secretary of Agriculture John 
White, who told reporters that the crop 
cutbacks “will have no significant impact" 
on consumer food prices or world feed grain 
supplies. 
Grain cutback programs are aimed at 
forestalling further huge increases in U.S. 
surpluses and at helping bolster sagging 


farm prices of the crops. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berlgand, who 
is on vacation, had recommended a 25 per 
cent cutback in 1978 wheat to President 
Carter, but Carter was also under pressure 
from those who felt that grain production 
should not be reduced sharply in case there 
are shortfalls in the world harvest next 
year. 
White said that a similar plan involving a 
10 per cent reduction in 1978 corn and other 
feed grain acreage is under study, but that a 
decision will be held up until more is known 
about this year’s corn harvest. 
The 1977 wheat crop, the third bumper 
harvest in a row, has been gathered and 
farm ers are now ready to plant their winter 


wheaf for next year. It is that kind that 
makes up most of the U.S. supply. 
White also announced that an earlier 
farmer-owned wheat and rice reserve will 
be expanded to include 17 million to 19 
million metric tons of corn and other feed 
grains About 8 2 million tons of wheat and 
600,-000 tons of rice were announced earlier 
this year as a feed grain reserve in which 
farmers continue to own the grain ut keep it 
off the market under the federal price- 
support program for up to three years or 
until prices go high enough to trigger the 
grain's release onto the free market, 
higher rates for other feed grains such as 
sorghum

Over the years the U.S. Civil Rights Commission has 
performed valuable service in the struggle against 
discrimination and deserves good marks from the public. 
However, the commission now wishes to change the 
way women and minorities are portrayed in television 
dramas, and this could violate one of the nation’s most 
cherished rights: freedom from censorship. 
In a 181-page report the agency claims that the 
television industry is perpetuating racial and sexual 
stereotypes and it calls onm the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission (FCC) to do something about 
it. 
For example, the commission complains that on “All 
in the Family” Edith Bunker “scoots into the kitchen to 
fetch Archie a beer and rarely fails to have dinner on the 
table by 6 p.m.” 
Now maybe there is something wrong in showing Edith 
Bunker as a submissive wife, but the “cure” implied by 
the commission is far worse. It would have the FCC order 
Edith portrayed in a positive light (as an atomic scientist 
perhaps). 
After that, 
how long would it be before the 
FCC 
moved on from TV drama and started telling Walter 
Cronkite what to feature on the evening news? 
FCC Chairman Richard E. Wiley made a brief but 
cogent response to the civil rights group’s report: “It 
seems difficult to conceive of how a federal agency would 
deal with sterotyping without becoming inevitably drawn 
into a role of a censor ” 
The commission was upset because the television 
shows it monitored showed men as more independent 
and more likely to hold prestigious jobs. Women were 
often unemployed and more “family bound.” 
This really is an unwitting compliment to TV for 
showing life more or less as it is, not as the commission 
would like it to be. Because of the social history of the 
country and the advantages males had, they hold most erf 
the higher ranking jobs 
The current situation is not necessarily fair nor does it 
have to last. It can be changed by training more women 
for socalled men's jobs, opening up opportunities for 
them and treating them fairly at promotion time.

The regulation prohibits the use of Medicaid funds for abor­ 
tions without a doctor's certificate that the mother will die 
without the surgery. The state has taken the position that 
prospective mothers may have abortions, but only at their own 
expense 
The welfare benefits are administered by the Social Services 
Department, although they originate from the federally funded 
Medicaid program. State officials say about 1375,-000 in state and 
federal money has been used since 1975 to provide about 5,000 
welfare abortions

Kirkpatrick said he would 
seek the meeting with Ashcroft 
after receiving a letter from 
Bond’s former legal advisor, 
Charles Valier, officially notify­

record and essential in the fu­ 
ture to historians and archi­ 
vists. 
“It was the policy of the gov­ 
ernor’s office to periodically de­ 
stroy all general correspond­ 
ence," Valier said in the letter 
received by Kirkpatrick on 
Monday. 
“If that's the final word from 
the Bond administration, I want 
to find out what we can do,” 
Kirkpatrick said in response. “1 
think they have completely ig­ 
nored the law." 
Ashcroft, a Republican, had 
been

cratic secretary of state and of­ 
ficials of the Republican gover­

Homer spoils Lou’s evening 


Brock not thinking in 
terms of 1,000 steals yet 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - At a 
moment when history is made, 
the mind’s eye often snaps a 
picture that will last forever. 
When all the pressure had been 
lifted, when Lou Brock slid into 
the record books with the 893rd 
stolen base of his career, his 
mental camera had no film. 
“There really weren’t any 
other thoughts going through 
my mind at that moment,’’ said 
the St. 
Louis Cardinalststar 
Monday night. "I just looked 
down to dust myself off, then I 
looked up and everybody was 
grabbing my hand." 
That was because Brock had 
just become the top base-stea- 


ler in major league baseball 
history, replacing Ty Cobb’s 
standard with his own. 
But Brock’s main concern at 
that moment, after a flying 
lunge into second base broke 
the mark in the seventh inning 
of the Cardinals' 4-3 loss to the 
Padres, was that he he had 
spiked San Diego shortstop Bill 
Almon. “I was relieved when I 
saw he wasn't hurt,’’ he said. 
And he was relieved that the 
mark finally had fallen. But 
after play was stopped and 
Brock was presented the base 
by San Diego player represen­ 
tative Randy Jones, he made 
sure to add this reaction: 


“ I think it should not be re­ 
membered as an evening when 
Lou Brock stole a base to set a 
record,” he told the crowd of 
9,656. "but as an evening in 
which the record of a tre­ 
mendous ballplayer was sur­ 
passed.” 


Cobb 
had

record, one of baseball’s most 
durable, from 1906-1928 Brock 
started his record run in 1962.

hearing aids were sold to deal 
ers at an average cost of ap
